Ip relating of Jacob that he bought 
afield at Shalem “ for a hundred pieces of money,” the word kesitah is used 
The meaning of this term is exceedingly doubtful, If ancient commentators be 
right in rendering it “a lamb,” understanding it to mean a coin stamped with 
the figure of a lamb, there would be a remarkable similarity between the use of 
the word and that of the Latin pecunia, which is derived from pecus. Comparing 
together these few but precise references in the Book of Genesis to monetary 
transactions, we may conclude that silver, and by weight, was adopted as a cur- 
reacy among the early Hebrews, and to this latter fact we may refer the various 
injanctionsin the Bible concerning just measures, In tracing the history of banking 
back to early times, Sir John Lubbock notes that “ in Greece, the original business 
of baokers seems to have consisted in changing money for foreigners.” Similar 
was the employment of the Jewish bankers or meney-brokers to whom such 
frequent and special references are made in the Talmud and New Testament. 
Their principal business consisted in changing money into half-shekels, which 
were required for the Temple tribute. It is noteworthy that the Talmudical 
term “2N7¥, the Greek trapeziles (not, however, the collybistes), the Latin 
mensarius, and the English “ banker,” all imply the same idea—that of sitting at 
exchange tables or benches. But the principal interest of the article attaches to 
the following passage: “Considering the zeal and success with which the Jewish 
race subsequently devoted themselves to commerce and finance, it is remarkable 
how small a part these professions play in the early history of the race. One 
ingenious writer, indeed, has attempted to account for the turbulence and 
frowardnees ot the Jews in ancient times by suggesting that they were fretted,

being driven by circumstances into pastoral and egricultural pursui's against all 


their ins‘incts, being, in fact, des banquiers comprimés.” This “ ingenious ” 
supposition is without foundation. The Jews were in early timer, by race and 
traditicn, and hence also by inclination, a pastoral and agricultural people, and 
‘ however we may account for the professions they latterly adopted, there is 
nothing so remarkable in the change or so incompatible with their former 
history as Sir John Lubbock would suppose. When we remember that the 
earliest form of wealth, especially among nomad tribes, was sot gold 
and silver, but cattle, whence is derived the Latin term for money— 
pecuna—it will appear not impossible that Jacob, who, during the twenty 
years thet he tended Laban's flocks, amassed eo much pecuniary wealth, 
and his sons who followed his pastoral calling trans nitted to their descend- 
ants that zeal for commerce which in later times was one of their most 
distinguishing traits. There is, however, a more probable supposition on which 
we may account for the readiness with which Jews adopted financial profes- 
sions. Sir John Lubbock says: “Ia England, after the Conquest, as in most 
ther Christian countries at that time, interest was expressly prohibited, both by 
civil and ecclesiastical law, while as the Jews were allowed, under the Mosaic 
dispensation, to charge interest to strangers, the business of money-lending fell 
naturally into their hands.” Not being a'lowed to acquire real estate, they had 
an additional reason for trading in money. It may ve added that, as they 
lived under the perpetual dread of banikhment and the confircation of 
their property, they were forced,in simple defence, to amags portable riches, 
and tie up their wealth in money bage. And even when they did not dread banish- 
ment they looked forward anxicusly to a speedy restoration to their own 
land, ia which event foreign estate would have been almost valueless to them, 
At the same time to be rich was especiably needful to men who often had to 
ransom their lives. These cogent necessities were enough to change the character 
cfarace. But there is in fact no evidence of a change of character in the con- 
version of succeesful farmers into keen commercial speculators. Even the 
Scotch, the Swise, the Greeks, have all chown a similar power of adaptation to 
circumstances. | 


‘THE REV. WILLIAM ROGERS 

In our last issue we announced tl at the Rev. William Rogers, the Rector of 
St. Botolph, Bishopega'e, would be preeented on Fiiday last by his parishioners, 
with a portrait of himself. The remarks which fell from the lips of this justly 
Popular clergyman on th occasion appeal to the Jewish commanity with special 
force, and will be received by them with unfeigned pleasure. He told bis 
parishioners that instead of “poring over volumes of theology,” his principal 
object had been “to set classes together. That was really his theology.” 
“ Let theology go where it will—give us ebarity,” said this large-hearted and 
broad-minded clergywan of the Charch of Evgland. It is not often that such 
essentially Jewish principles are proclaimed with such siucerity by ministers of 
religion, Their novelty will render them all the more acceptable, and will raise 
Mr. Rogers still higher in the estimation of the Jewish community. Such men 
a8 the Rector of Bishopsgate, and in connection with him we may mention his 
beighbour, the Rev. Mr. Barnett of St. Jude's, Commercial Street, rise far above 
the narrow, uncompromising demands of dogme, avd lift Jews and Christians 
into an atmosphere of religious serenity in which theological strifes are unknown,

The ordinary monthly meeting of the Board of Guardians was held at their 
offices in Devonshire Square, on Monday evening last, Mr. Lione. L. Coney, 
President, in the Chair, and sixteen other members being present. 

A vote of condolence with Mr. David Benjamin on his recent severe family 
bereavement was unanimously carried. 

The PREstpENT reported further ndence with the New York Authorities 
as to the deserted children sent to rejoin their father in America, and correspondence 
as to the case of a child stated to be in one of the eee Workhouses. The 
Board ordered its removal, if possible, to the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum, 
under the provisions of the Pauper Removal Act. 

The Industrial Committee having referred to the Board a question as to whether 
the special Lionel Rothschild Fund was applicable not only to fature apprentices, 
but also to the benefit of those already apprenticed, the decided that the 
Committe should be at liberty, in special cases, to make portions of the fund available 
for both classes of youths. 

Letters were read from Sir B. S. Phillips, announcing an appropriation of £100 
in memory of the late Mr. Lionel Laweon, by his executors ; from Dr. Asher, acknow- 
ledging the vote of thanks accorded to him at the last meeting for drawing up the 
Medical Report ; from Mr. F. D. Mocatta, Chairman of the Emigration Committee, 
thanking the Board for the apportionment of £300 to that Committee out of the 
Rothschild Fund ; and from the United Synagogue, assenting to the new form of 
medical relief instituted by the Board. 

Mr. Henry A. Isaacs, Chairman of the Executive Committee, brought up a 
report, which was agreed with, announcing the appointment of a collector in the 
place of Mr. Jonas. 

A letter was read from the Chief Rabbi, drawing attention to a man who had 
been for some time performing illegal marriages among the Jewish pecs. The Board 
undertook to take such steps with reference to this matter as might be in their 
power. 

A case was mentioned of a woman in the Whitechapel Workhouse, as to which 
some recent correspondence had taken place in the Jewish Press. It was explained 
that this woman had been the recipient of sufficient funds for her maintenance from 
this Board, and also from private sources, but had been removed by a near relative 
to the Workhouse Infirmary without the knowledge of the Board. and, as had been 
subsequently falsely reported to it, with her own sanction. The Secretary was 
directed to communicate the facts of the case to the Jewish Press. 

Some formal business was transacted, and the meeting adjourned after the 
customary vote of thanks to the Chair. 


GREAT SYNAGOGUE —The Rev. B. Spiers, Dayan, preached at the Great Syna- 
gogue on Sabbath last (AD134 N3v’), by invitation. This being the first occasion 
that the pulpit of this synagogue was to be occupied siace the indisposition 
of the venerable Chief Rabbi, some little interest was naturally excited. The 
synagogue, in spite of the inclemency.of the weather, was well filled. The reverend 
Dayan prefaced his discourse with the following introductory observations: We read 
in the Talmud, WO RIK PPD The rendering 
of this passage, assumed by all Talmudists, is as follows: Rabbi Abba, who resided 
in Babylon, had occasion to go up to the Holy Land, and when there, he was 
requested by his brethren-in-faith to expound to them the Word of God, and before 
commencing his expositions he prayed in these words, “ Be it the will of God that 
the words I am about to speak be acceptable to the hearers.” But the question 

resents itself before us, since it is proved from the Talmud that the Rabbis in 

abylon, before whom Rabbi Abba used to expound the Law, were men of profound 
learning in a much higher degree than those residing in the Holy Land—it is further 
mentioned in the Talmud that the Rabbis in the Holy Land were less critical and 
more yielding in carrying on their controversies on the Law than those of Babylon— 
why, then did Rabbi Abba never pray for Divine assistance at home as he did when 
he went up to the Holy Land? In consequence of this question, | am induced to 
give another meaning to the words p°)D °3. Instead of rendering it, “ He went upto 
the Holy Land,” I would take the words, ‘.He went up,” to mean that he was promoted 
toa high and exalted office, that is to say, he was appointed to expeund the Law in 
a place where rabbis of much deeper learning and wisdom than himself had preceded 
him. Hence he feared that his expositions would perhaps not meet with that appro- 
bation that he desired. It was therefore for this reason that he sought to invoke 
Divine assistance in his pious undertaking. I, my brethren, though without the 
least pretension to the learning and piety of that great Rabbi, find myself in a some- 
what similar position. You have honoured me with the privilege of preaching to you 
the Word of God in thisancient and im portant synagogue. I am standing upon the spot 
on which have stood Rabbis of great renown for their erudition and piety. Yes, ] am 
standing here on the spot which has been occupied for so many years by our much 
revered Chief Rabbi. He has preached to you from this place heart-stirring sermons, 
aye, sermons replete with profound learning, great eloquence, and wholesome instruc- 
tion, and I am sure that! but speak the feelings of this congregation, when I say 
that we all deeply regret that, through indisposition, he is at present rendered 
unable to continue his valuable discourses Occupying then, as I do, this sacred 
spot for the first time, I naturally fear that my sermon may fail in producing the 
desired impression. It therefore behoves me to use the same prayer as did that 
Rabbi of old : “ Beit Thy will. O Lord, that the words I am about to speak may be 
acceptable to those who hear, that they may be conducive to their instraction and 
edification.” —The reverend preacher then dwelt upon the lessons taught by the 
Feast of Hanucah, taking his text from the fir-t three verses of Psalm xxxvii.

Bosn1A.—The official Bosnisch-Herzegowinasche Zeitung publishes a decree ordering 
the formation of a mixed girls’ school at Serajewo. The decree states that girls of 
every religious denomination will be admitted into the echool, and that religious 
instruction will be given separately to the pupils of each creed, This instruction 
will, under the superintendence of the Official Committee, be given and watched by 
the religious authorities of the respective communities. Permission is given for 
girls to have religious instruction imparted to them in their own religious schools.

THE SHEFFIELD ELECTION AND THE JEWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—In the daily papers of Saturday, under the heading of “ Election 
Intelligence,” it is stated that at the forthcoming election for Sheffield, The 
Jews have held a meeting and agreed to support the Conservative candidate, 
If it be true that tle Jews of Sheffield have,as a body, come to such a resolution, 
meaning thereby that as Jews, and not as citizens o Sheffield, they will support 
the Conservative candidate, their couduct is to be reprobated ; for there is no 
political question now at issue, which specifically affects British Jews as the 
members of a religious community, and, therefore, requiring and justifying 
communal action in a contested election. 

Since the passing of the Act removing the political disabilities of the 
Jews, no such questions have arisen; and in all legislation affecting Jewish 
secial interests, I can, from personal experience in the matter of the Factory and 
Workshops Act, testify to both the Governments of Mr. Gladstone and Lord 
Beaconsfied doing all that was possible on behalf of our community. a3 

The political emancipation of the Jew in this country being complete, it is 
his duty as it is his right, to exercise his vote as an English citizen in accordance 
with his individual views, be they Liberal or Conservative, for the candidate who 
will support such views. ‘There is no necessity for Jews to isolate themselves 


selves an independent political body like the Home Rulers or other specialists, 
having objects which they seek to carry, irrespective of national interests. 

The illiberai charges made against the Jews by s:me of the Liberal 
newspapors during the war between Russia and Turkey were keenly felt by 
a many, who, like myself, though belonging to the Liberal Party, dissented, with 
many eminent Liberals, from Mr. Gladetone’s opinions on the Eastern Question. 
I still hold those opinions, yet shall not be precluded thereby from voting for 
those who oppose the present Government, although the offensive attacks have 

ecommenced (vide Echo, Dec. 13,) since the Sheffield Meeting was heid. To 
prove how unfoanded are these attacke, the action of the Sheffield Jews should 
be immediately condemned by the leading Jewish politicians of both parties, or 
it may be imitated ; and I venture to think, that if at the forthcoming General | 
Election the Jews, instead of voting in accordance with their individual! opinions, 
should aseociate themselves to support in a body either a Liberal or a Conserva- 
tive candidate, such conduct will be most detrimental to the best interests of tle 
Jews and to their social progress.

THE REVISION OF THE RITUAL 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sin,—I am reminded that there is still a very important question to con- 
sider which must not escape discussion, and to that I now beg leave to direct 
attention, 

The question is the obligation to preserve the established rituals without 
any alteration or modification. The difficnlties which surround this question are 
manifold and great. Difficulties arising out of teelings which one is beund to 
respect, but with which it is impossible to contend, and difficulties of logic arising 
out of the different values to be attributed to the word “obligation.” Indeed, the 
obligation implied covers a wide field of thought, extending from a belief that 
the rituals, from long-continued use and from the wisdom and authority of 
those who established them, have acquired the force, or almost the force, of a 
divine revelation—to those who regard the rituals as of remote origin and worthy 
of consideration solely on account of their aatiquity. It will be sufficient if 1 
address myself to the two extremes of this extended field. It will greatly 
facilitate our consideration of the subject if we can discover one single argument 
sufficiently inclusive to deal wiih the question from extreme to extreme. I 
venture to think that there is such an argument, and that it is to be found in 
appropriateness 8o often referred to, and so strongly insisted upon in these letters, 
Let us look a littie more closely into the matter. Let us assume for the purposes 
of the argument (and I believe very few of your readers will require to assume 
80 much), that the established rituals do possess the force—in the sense of obli- 
gation—which pertains to a divine revelation, and that the previous reasoning 
is sound, it will, therefore, follow that if such rituals are inappropriate in their 
forms of expression, or inappropriate in their modes of thought, they are not 
adapted to fulfil the uses of a praycr-service, and to be considered as substitutes 
for spontaneous prayer, then, and in such case, I contend that notwitstanding 
the force which has been attributed to them, and notwithstanding the value 
which has been conferred on them, they (the rituals) have, as a matter of fact 
failed to do that which they were intended to do, and have not performed the 
functions they were destined to perform, therefore they do not deserve to be 
in their | form—they alteration. Now, it is obvious 

Wa. Lhe Loregoing argument proceeds solely on the ground of inapproopri

It is proper to point out, and insist on, as a substantive part of the argu- 
ment, the immense difference, in the sense of obligation, between a law, a com- 
mand, or an ordinance and—a ritual, asssuming that each possesses the force of 
a divine revelation. The law or the command implies unquestioned submisssion : 
the ordinance must be followed; compulsion in both instances exists wholly 
independently of the judgment of the believer, Assuming the force of a divine 
revelation, humble submission must, from the nature of the authority, follow 
the commands, whatever they may be, without any doubt, and without ony

the inappropriate appropriate, cannot convert discordant thoughts and ex 
sions into harmonious thoaghts and expressions. Laws and commands 
apparently suitable or not, may be made imperative and binding by sufficient 
anthority ; a work of art cannot be made beaatiful or good by any anthori 
whatever ; its beauty or goodness must depend on its own intrinsic merits Y 

If the foregoing argument be sound, it will be quite unimportant to 
contend that, inasmuch as the rituals contain many sublime truths, and 
many selections from the Holy Scriptnres suitable as religious exerci 
that, therefore, they (the ritua's) are deserving of our highest Consideration - 
for such truths, or selections from Hely Seriptures, may be found 
in other places, and, as a matter of fact, the frequent petusal of 
Scriptures provides snflicien! scquaintares with such eubjects. Therefore I 
contend that 4 ritual, regarded as a work of literary art, if inappropriate, that: 
to repeat once more, if not in barmony with the mind of the worshipper is not 
saved by the mere inclusion of a fev passages from the sacred writings, but is 
condemned as unfitted to attain its objecis and, therefore, requires alteration, 
Again, there are those who express rcluctauce to sanction any alteration in the 
established rituals solely on the grounda of their antiquity, and the respect 
for them which time has engendered. With these, the argument of 
appropriateness cannot fai! to have much weight. Respect for ancestry 
is doubtless estimable; The worship of ancestry is reserved for the 
Chinese. One should not sacrifice the greater for the lesser good, Ty 
purify the rituals, to bring them into harmony with our thoughts and our 
feelings, to remove the inappropriate and to introduce the appropriate, ars aoty 
of greater obligation than the preservation of that which has served ite nes but 
which at the present day, as regards the minds and feelings of worshippers 
is so much dead and inert matter. The obligation to respect our ancestors 
who did so much for the preservation of the race and the religion may well 
be conceded, but the obligation to adhere to their forms of thought and expres- 
sion amidst totally changed conditions, cannot so readily be admitted, We 
cannot maintain the usefulness of flint hatchets or bows and arrows when we 
are acquainted with the advantages of modern arms of precision. The new 
forms have put out the old ones, the two cannot co-eaist. | have spoken of our 
obligations to ancestors. I am prepared to concede much that inay be demanded 
in that direction, but I hold that we have also duties and obligations to ourselves 
and to our children which are none the less imperative. We -have to reconcile 
that which we owe to the past and that which is necessary for our own welfare 
and for that of the generation immediately to succeed us. 

We should not destroy rathlessly, neither should wé preserve without judg- 
ment and discretion. We snould deal respecifully, aye, tenderly, with that 
which has come down to us, hallowed by so many centuries of suffering and 
disaster. But, on the other hand, we should not fear to accomplish that which 
the religious neede of the day itaperative)y demand of us. 
that our revisers of the ritual will not hesitate in the performance of their self- 
imposed duties at any apparent dangers and difficulties, but will be encouraged 
and supported in their great work by the reflection that their daties iuvolve, as 
a successful result, the elevation of the minds of the worshippers—their coreli- 
giouists—to a higher level of thought in the contemplation of the Creator and 
His works.

INSPECTION OF JEWISH SCHOOLS. 
To THE £DIPOK oF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Siz,—The office of Chiet Rabbi being now held in commission, one is 
curious to koow how and by whom its affairs are administered. So long as 
attention was directed and limited to such matters as hind-quarters aod motzas, 
kosher rom and Detch cheese, it did not much meatier, In other words, the 
inspection by the Chief Rabbi of butchers, bakers and grocers, was unimportant 
except to those who submitted ; but when it comes to the inspection of schools, 
one is alaruced at the , well the intrepidity of the gentlemen who have pro- 
pounded ihis scheme. 

Whatever clee way be eatd of the 35 years’ reign of the Chief Rabbi, he has 
clung with tevacity to one idea, rame!ly, that of subjecting the Jewish scoools to 
his control. At one time it is a Hebrew Inspector, at another it is'a Jewish 
Board of Education, and now aucother attempt is to be made to carry out a 
echeme which, if successfv:!, will end in the decay of the Jewish schools: because 
the moment the clergy interfere, subscriptions will cease to flow in, and men will 
abstain from attending ihe institution. As it was at the Jews’ Infant School 
the announcement wa- made, let os deal with that inetitution. For 38 years it 
has successfully cartied on the work of education with a Committee of laymen, 


without any clergymen, and all plain Misters. And yet, forsooth, the Rev. Mr. 


Sowebody is to walk in aud report what he thinks about the education. Does 


any man of the world eo, pose that a Committee of gentlemen will be so wanting 
ia common sense as to submit to be told their duties by an outsider who knows 
nothiag whatever about the subject? Will any Head Master allow himself to 
be dictated to as to what he shail or shall not teach? Self-reepect would tell 
him at onee either to resist the interference or send his resignation to the Com- 
mittee, although the latter course would probably be playing into the hands of 
the authors ‘of the schenie. Looking at the names af the geotlemen present at 
the consecration of the new building, one is surprised that the announcement 
was allowed to pass without an ind'gaant protest. 

Then take the Jews’ Free Schooi that has existed for sixty-two years. The 
Chairman of the Education Committee waa, I believe, one of its founders and 
I should like to hear the proposed new inspector telling the managers of that 
institution how to conduct a public educational establishment. The thing is so 
ridiculous that it will hardly bear serious treatment. Only consider for a 
moment ; the Headmaster who has been connected with the Free School for 
upwards of thirty years is to be told by the Rev. Mr. Nobody what to do, and 
how the religious education of the boys and girls is to be regulated. ; 

But now let us turn to atmuch more interesting establish ment—the Jews 
College This has been under the patronage of the Chief Rabbi for about. 
twenty-five years, and it is admittedly a failure ; even the recent attempt to 
galvanize it into new life does not seem to have come to much.

ARYANS AND SEMITES.—IIL. 
[FROM A GERMAN CONTRIBUTCR. ] 


Tae assertion of the subjectivity of the Semites is an iridescent soap- 
bubble, a dazzling superticiality. ‘It denies to the Semites the faculty of com- 
prehending a foreign peculiarity, of becoming friendly with the ideas and ways 
of thinking of other nations. And yet there was never a race that has displayed 
& greater power of assimilation, more dexterity in the adoption of foreign 
peculiarities, than the Semitic have. It was no secret to the anciente, that a 
revolution in religious ideas was brought about in Judaism by the Babylonian 
exile. They even defined with great exactness those regulations and notions 
which, as they say, “came up” with the Israelites from Babylon. Were not 
the circus and theatre of the Rumans naturalized ia Judea notwithstanding all 
religious prohibitions, to the indignation of the Rabbis? The waters of two 
streams generally approach each other at their confluence, for a while coyly and as 
though excusing themselves, but the current of Jewish spiritual life, at its very 
first contact with the billows of the Hellenic, effected a wonderful facility for 
amalgamation, and the conduct of the Alexandrian Jews remains an everlasting 
evidence of this brilliant union. Soon, children of the Hebrew tongue could 
undertake, of course in imitation of Greek impostors, to intersperse the ancient 
minstrel poetry with Greek verses, which often required all the sagacity 
of the philolugists to distinguish from the original. The Jewish mouth 
learned very quickly to utter oracles like the heathen sibyls; Jewish epic and 
dramatic writers arose ; and the Jew Puito vied with the king of Attic elegance 
of diction, with the divine Piavo, for the palm of Greek style. And as if that 
idea of a universal literature, to which the eagle flight of a Henprr and a 
Gorrue first raised itself, was to bave been realized in the earliest times by the 
Semites, the Hebrews early practised the art of translating the Book of Books 
into the languages of the heathens; the versions of the Bible were the first step 
in the beautiful series of translations and adaptations which the Semitic genius 
effected among the nations. It was the Syrians who saved the decaying Greek 
literature from destruction. And when the precious sap of Grecian philosophy 
was transferred to the new form of the Arabic language, it began to flow like hot 
blood in the veins of Mussulmans and Jews, just as a healthy organism easily 
works upon what it has received. ARISTOTLE and PLATO enjoyed a veneration 
equal to the prophets, and the thoughts of the heathens became the foundation 
stones of a structure which found its crowning piece in the doctrine of une Gop. 
All kinds of poetry, all metres of the different nations were employed in the 
Hebrew language ; Jewish literature grew to be the picture-gallery of a world, 
And not to omit later times in which, through the contact of the Jewe with all 
nations, their pretended subjectivity can only for the first time be fairly put to 
the test, when has any race so brilliantly proved its capacity for diving iuto 


all languages of culture, fur watching and exploring the spiritual life of the 
nations, as these very Jewish Semites? Only, en passant, let the fact be recalled, 
that that flower of all psychology, the psychology of natiobs as a science, must 
be called an achievement of two Jews, Lazarus and SreinruaL. Nor must the 
surprising fact be forgotten, that in the days when the Gheito was yet in vogue, 
IMMANUEL Kant euvied the Jew Mosts Menpgiesoun his style. Examples could 
be quoted from all later literatures, where Jews as poets have been the most 
exact observers, the most profound interpreters of the customs of the country, 
As one among many we may place here BerTHotpD AUERBACH, who has, as no other 
man could, according to the general opinion, given us a glance into the heart of 
German people, in his Black Forest village stories. Or perhaps it denotes 


subjectivity and narrow-mindedoess, when the Jews of all countries, in spite of | 


Mr. GoL_pwin Emir, prove the best patriots, the most self-sacrificing citizens— 
citizens who find room enough in their hearts, beside the love for their 
race, for an affectionate fidelity to their native land? Let us now, in order to 
heighten the picture by the contrast, glance at the objective Aryans. They have 
not been able to transform one single idea which they have borrowed into their 
flesh and blood. They broke up monotheism, they were not able to forbear from 
the deification of men, they could not dispense with a mediator between Gop and 
man, atonement and forgiveness without vicarious sacrifice remained for them 
an incomprehensible idea ; is it going too far to assert that beathenism for a 
long time remained curdling in their veins? Even as members of the same 
family of languages, they were not able to live in the midet of each other's 
languages, the migration of peoples broke the ancient Latin language asunder ; 
there arose the Romance daughters, in which, however, many see & most strange 
proof of Aryan energy. Objective, subjective! We see the characters 
suddenly change places. We can hardly believe that an Englishman would 
have been guilty of such an empty shadow of thought. 


We might let the whole matter rest as it is, if there were not one point 
which is fondly brought forward as the main support of thie distinction : the 
intolerance of the Semites. It is only that which comprehends iteelf and nothing 
else, the obativate sul jectivity that imagines iteelf in possesion of the only truth, 
and is therefore intolerant and fanatic towards those who thiok otherwise. But 
we would gladly learn who first made useuf the shameless expression, “toleration,” 
to which VoLTarre has already, aod with justice, taken exception—was it an 
Aryan or aSemitic tongue? Is it said in the Bible: Thon shalt “ tolerate” the 
stranger ? No; thou shalt “Jove” the stranger. O narrow-minded Semites! 
Nevertheless, itis worth while examining this objection, because so distinguished 
a philanthropist as Lessinc has given utterance to it in the Wolfenbuttler 
fragment, as well as in that lof:y song of humanity, his “ Naruay.” The Jews, 
he says, are said to have first taught the world this findiog fanlt of people with 
one another (monschenmikeli), this distinction between man and man. Bat, 
reverence and justice to the exalted soul of Lessino, the knight-templar, in 
whose mouth he puts this reproach, speaks of the “ pious madness” of the 
crusades, in trying ‘to force the better God on the whole world as the best.” 
To force, that is the word that hits the mark. It may be conceded that the Jews 
considered their God the best, that they perceived errors and delusions in all 
religions except their own. But truth would not be power at all, if it were so 
wanting iv courage as to acknowledge right in another opinion besides its own, 
If faith is to be strong and a conviction, it cannot at the same time conceive the 
possibility of several traths, Bat there is an immense gap between seeing error 
in an opposing doctrine, avd condemning it as an offence worthy of extirpation. 
One man may hold his opinion to be true, that brings no ‘anger on his fellow 
man, but he must not try to force it upon others—that is just what religions 
other than Judaism contrived. As long as one can have salvation with his error, 
I have no right to interfere with him, but as soon as | can save him from perdi- 
tion by the truth, then it is my duty to convert him by force. We now know 
why the reign of Judaism is not for this world, why we do not originate mis- 
sions, break into houses lke thieves, distribute little tracts, entrap eouls, steal 
children, and practice such otber Aryan customs. Even Islamism, which has 
accepted a little of the doctrine of the only salvation and of the spirit of 
persecution of Christianity, does not put to death on account of faith, and doeg 
not bring salvation to anyone against his will; Avenrors calls ARISTOTLE the 
divine. ARISTOTLE with all the unbaptized are condemned to hell, such is Aryan 
objectivity ; the pious of the heathens have aleo a place in the kingdom of 
heaven, that is the teaching of Judaism, Semitic narrow subjectivity. 


Let no one imagine, moreover, that Christianity has merely cultivated a 
Jewish heirloom in its intclerance. Reference has again and again been made 
to the bloody conquest of Canaan. Shall the Aryans alone enjoy the privilege of 
barbarity ? Why are the ancient Israelites to be withheld the right of behaving 
just as tyravically as ALEXANDER the Great, or Scirio AFricanus Minor? Thebes 
was ruined unnecessarily ; the plough passed over Carthage out of sheer thirst 
for conquest, but the slauglter in Canaan was for a distinct purpose ; the empire 
of Monotheism would not have been able to raise itself in the midst of the most 
wanton sensual indulgence. The ancients were quicker in employing fire and 

word than the moderns ; the Semites were no better in that respect than the 
Aryane, although human life was in far higher estimation among the former 
than among the latter. But that murder for the sake of a certain idea, especially 
in a theoretical form of government, should be more blameable than murder for 
the barbarous love of conquest will scarcely be maintained by right-thinking 
people. The Sewites did not invent the practice of killiog for religious motives, 
Not to speak of India, the execution of Socrares weigks on the Aryan side just 
as heavy as the slaying of the priests of Baa on the Semitic. 


Yes, we must come to the idea, that fanaticism—an Aryan word—belongs 


| to the Aryan clements in Christianity, when we bring its spread in Judaism into 
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has been invited, acd has consented, to 
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comparison with the spread in the daughter religions. It is, indeed, usually bane 
that Judaism had no power, and therefore no opportanity for intolerance. , 
of all it is to be observed, that history Las allowed itself the experiment of a 
Jewish state even in the middle ages; but the state of the Chazars was the 
most tolerant that can be imagined. Further, there were countries in which the 
Jews were permitied their own administration of justice, and yet there ce 
existed an Inquisition in their midst. But there is also a tolerance in thought, 
and this was undoubtedly greater in Jewish circles than in Christian. Yenupat 
Hatevi, and after sim Marmunt, have expressed themselves with full and just 
estimation of the deserts of Christianity and Islamism. And to make a leap 
to our days, the orthodox rabbi of Rome, the late Chazan, writing in the midst of 
the Eternal City, which bas been especialy full of sorrow for the Jews, has 
spoken on Christian doctrine in his recently published Responses, with a mhag- 
nanimity with which a counterpart, from the Cbristian side, cannot easily be 
compared, As a true example of Semitic objectivity, the introduction to the 
Cusari always occurs to us in which so ardent a nature as that of Jupat 
HALEv!, with the true calmness of a philosopher, propounds the doctrines of the 
philosophers, the Christians, and the Mchatomedane, On the recital of the latter 
a Christian inquirer jike Renan thus expresses himself: “ Must it not awaken 
astonishment that a Jew should represent the essence of Mohammedan doctrine 
so clearly, while so many Christians have taken the trouble to forco upon the 
world the inventions of their brain or the proofs of their ignorance as the real 
doctrine of Mohammedanism ? ” It may be very convenient for Christian writers” 
to charge Semitiem with the fanaticiew, the intolerance and proselytiem which 
they find unpleasant for Christianity, and to put them down as an Asiatic heir- 
loom, but it is not the way of honest investigation to slap facts in the face, aud 
to let opinions be formed upon likes and dislikes. Even in the most subjective 
expression of the Semitic miud in religion, it must in accordance with truth be 
acknowledged there is yet room for objectivity.

“Jew Taxes” In BAVARIA —The special taxes which have for so long a time 
been levied on the Jews in Bavaria for the benefit of Catholic and Protestant clergy- 
men, teachers and institutions, and in some places also for that of the Burgomaster, 
are about to be abolished. As long ago as 1874, both Chambers of the Bavarian Diet 

resolutions in favour of the abolition of the taxes, but it is only now that the 
vernment are about to give effect to the wishes of the Chambers by introducing 
the necessary Bill for that purpose. It is intended by the new law to compensate 


from the State Exchequer persons and institutions whose incomes will be injured 
by the abolition of the imposts. 


AvsTRo-HUNGARY.—The Sanitary Commission at Budapest recently ddecussed 
the subject of circumcision. It appears that the Hungarian capital eontains an 
overwhelming number of doctors and surgeons, several of whom some time ago hit 
upon the idea of practising as Mohelim, in order to make an addition to their scanty 
income. The Jewish community, however, did not favour the employment of non- 
Jewish Mohelim En revanche, the medical men have agitated the question to such an 
extent that it has become a burning one, and it has been submitted to the considera- 
tion of the government whether in future any persons, other than duly qualified 
practitioners, shall be permitted to perform theoperation of circumvisxion. The Council 
of the Jewish community at Pesth are opposing the interference of the Government 
in this question.—The venerable and celebrated Cantor of the Jewish community at 
Kenna, Professor Sulzer, has resigned his post.

THE -JEWS OF PORT SAID. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 


The modern pilgrim to the Holy Land, who happens not to be on friendly 
terms with the ocean, will do well to avoid a long sea-journey by traversing 
Lower Egypt from Alexatdria to [smailia by rail, and then take the tiny postal 
sieam-launch down the Suez Canal—although the latter is a dreary and barren 
contrast, as regards piciuresqaencess, to the ruddy and magnificent Nile—to Port 
Said. Port Said ie situated at the Mediterranean extremity of the Suez Canaj 
Regarded as a town, it ia a Cismal failure. When the canal was inaugurated, 
crowds of hungry and eager traders flocked thither, expecting it to prove g 
second Alexandria. But of this there sre no present signe, and little future 
prospect. It contains, however, some 3,000 to 4,000 Evrope ans and more ad- 
vanced Asiatics and Africans, and some 8,000 Arabs. With the exception of 
one good hotel, situated far from the town, all the hous.» are of wood, occa- 
sionally roofed with tiles. A little apology for a public garden comprises all 
that there is of interest, with the exception, perhaps of the light-house and the 
huge dredging machines used for clearing the Canal. The pure sea-air, how. 
eyer, makes it a pleasant residence for a convalescent, Who requires absolute 
repose of mind, but to the active epirit its monotony must be nnendurable, 
Built upon the sand, which produces nothing but ophthalmia, acd affords pasture. 
land only for ante and other insects, all that ie consumed, in the way of food, in 
Port Seid. has to be brought from Alexandria, Damietia, and Jaffa.

One felt that the poor people are 
had strained every resource to get a place of meeting at all. It had cost them

question, and said that as in their offices and workshops they nearly always employed 
Catholics. they would be the first to respect the liberty of conscience of their employés 
and would, therefore, even if the Bill became law, not deprive them of their religious 


day of rest.—In connection with recent prefectoral changes which have been made 


in France, two Jews, M. Sée and M. Joseph Leon, have been, respectively, appointed 
Sous-Prefets of Louviers and of Castellane—M, J. Derenbourg, member of the Insti- 
tute, expounds twice weekly at the Sorbonne. On Mondays he explains the Mishna 
(Nezikin), and on Wednesdays Rashi’s Commentary on the Book of Leviticus. 


New York.—The New York Herald gives the following account of ligitation 
which is now pending in the Nineteenth Street (Spanish and Portuguese) Synagogue: 
The Nineteenth Street Synagogue, the oldest Jewish congregation in this country, 
threatens to come before the court again. On the last Monday of October, a meeting 
of the Board of Trustees was held for the purpose of fixing the salary of the minister 
of the congregation, when one of the Trustees raised the point that, under a recent 
decision of the Supreme Court, only “stated attendants” at the synagogue were 
authorized to vote, and, on the theory that “stated attendants” meant “ regular 


attendants,” it was found that only seven members of the congregation were legal 


voters, As this number does not constitute a quorum, the meeting dispersed without 
taking any action. Immediately after the adjournment, the President of the 
congregation, Mr. Solomon L. Cohen, and the Vice-President, Mr. A. Wolf, resigned, 
and up to this time their offices have not been filled. In this state of affairs it is 
proposed, on the part of the Trustee who raised this important point, to apply to the 


‘Supreme Court to restrain the officers from receiving the votes of any but “ stated 


attendants” at the synagogue, and to define the meaning of the term. The point at issue 
involves the entire contro! of the congregation, which is split into two parties; and 
the minority, it is claimed, hope to get into power by making a practical application 
of the recent Supreme Court decision, which will disfranchise all but seven members 
of the congregation. Those who oppose the application of this decision claim that 
under the constitution of the synagogue, adopted in 1720, every son of a member 
over twenty-one is entitled to vote if he contributes $10 a year. Hitherto the affairs 
of the congregation have been conducted in accordance with its constitution, but if 
the court should grant the injunction now asked for, all the past acts of the congre-

GERMANY. 


The following case of the conversion of a Jewish girl in Berlin is 
by our German contemporaries. Fortunately, the affair has hac a different 
result from that which recently caused so much sensation in Italy. It appears that a girl 
belonging to the “ Apostolic Christian Community” in Berlin had a friend, a young 
Jewess, to whom she spoke so often and in such praise of the religious meetings which 
she attended, that her friend expressed a desire to be present at one of these gather- 
. Her wish was naturally gratified, and the marked attention which was paid to 
her induced her to t her visits. Ultimately she expressed a wish to become a 
Christian. Though the preacher of the community was informed that her parents 
strenuously objected even to her attendance at the prayer meetings, much less to her 
conversion, this was considered to be no hindrance, and the day was fixed for the 
rl's baptism. This ceremony took place in a secluded piece of water at Neudorf near 
lin, in the presence of nearly the whole of the community. The child, for she is 
hardly more, was undressed and her garments replaced by a long shirt. She then 
plunged into the water, accompanied by the Pastor, and was thus baptised. Late in 
the evening the large party returned to Berlin, where the parents of the girl, strongly 
orthodox Jews, anxiously awaited the coming of their child, of whose whereabouts 
they had not the slightest knowledge. Their consternation may be surmised, when, 
on her returning home, which her new friends permitted her to do, she informed 
them that she had allowed herself to be baptised. It was only when he had become 
somewhat calmer that her father could find words to express his intense anger at her 
thoughtless action. This came to the knowledge of the “ Apostolic Community,” one 
of the members of which thought he could do no better than lodge a complaint 
= the father before the police for having ill-used his child. The father swore 
at he had not ill-treated his daughter and had the satisfaction of learning that the 
gitl being a minor, the ceremony which she had gone through was of no avail in 
civil life, and that in the eyes of the law she was still conridered a Jewess. The 


father has, in his turn, commenced proceedings against the Pastor who hid baptised 
his daughter, but the case has not yet been heard. 


The Rev. Karl Scholl, of Heidelberg, recently delivered a most interesting dis- 
course in the Church of the Free Community at Mannheim, on the subject of the 
“ Mission of the Jews.” In commencing his address, he stated that he had specially 
selected this subject in consequence of the disgraceful attacks which had been made 
in Berlin and elsewhere on the Jewish community. Whilst eloquently pointing out 
the many good qualities for which the Jews are noted, and the great influence they 
exercise in the civilized world he combated the allegation that they only exercired 
the calling of merchants and money-lenders.and remarked that if they devoted them- 
selves to certain professions, it was owing to the restrictions placed on their obtaining 
a livelihood in past ages. In conclusion, the preacher exp: essed the earnest hope that 


the day might soon arrive when the adherents of every religion Would be united under 
the banner of brotherly love and humanity.
